Had the Klan tried anything, 


said Bowland, 'seven or eight of 
his friends, including policemen, 
were hanging around outsde ready 
to "start throwing lead—if neces- 
sary." 


Two weeks ago the 27-year-old 


Bowland said he received a threat 
from the hooded order to "leave 
town or be tarred nnd feathered." 


More recently, he added, he had

A neighbor stood guard with a

ence to secure licenses from, the 
Board of Trade, when he can't 
appeal to the courts from, ad- 
ministrative decisions, when he 
can be sentenced 
to jail lor 


refusing to work in the mines, 
he's no longer a free agent . . . 
He's free because he can vote, 
he'll tell you. Unfortunately the 
record of history tends to prove 
that it's very doubtful whether the 
vote alone, without economic and 
personal liberty of action, has ever 
protected any people against the 
exercise of arbitrary power .... 


"A sinister footnote to the loss 


of concern for individual liberty 
that seems inevitably to follow 
the socialization of enterprise ap- 
pears in the growing- toleration of 
new forms of slavery . . . ."

England is simply pro- 
viding what has been proven be- 
fore — that 
free 
enterprise

As to the little insinuation 
f the quotation marks, I am not 
ubmissive I will match composi- 
ions and commendations with tb» 
nthor of this editorial and, to 
pen the betting, will toss in one 
lue, from Henry Soidel Canbv, 
f the Saturday Review of Litera- 
ure.

48 Generations of 


Hybrid Seed Corn 
Build Big Business 


Illinois Produces 
Three 


and Half Million Bush- 


els of It Annually 


Urbana, ill., Feb. 18—(AP)— 


Forty-eight generations of hybrid 
seed corn have built the business 
to $35,000,000 a year m Illinois, 
a plant geneticist at the University 
of Illinois said today. 


R. W. Jugenheimer, the college 


of agriculture'-, plant researcher, 
noted the state produces about 
3,500,000 bushels of hybrid seed 
corn a year but added "it is no 
accident." 


The university tests hundreds 


of hybrid seed varieties every year. 
Among other 
reasons 
for 
the 


state's leadership in Ulis business, 
ic said, are excellent land, fine 
climate, superior hybrid combina- 
tions, desirable production prac- 
tices, modern processing facilities, 
and conscientious producers. 


Selection of corn for high anrt 


ow protein and high and low oil 
las 
been continued since 189G, 


Jugenheimer said, with the 1947 
crop representing- the 48th genera- 
tion of hybrid crossing". 


The protein in the high-protein 


strain ranges from 18 to 20 per 
tent, while in the 
low protein 


strain it ranges from six to eight 
.-)er cent, he noted. 
The high-oil 


strain ranges from 12 to 14 per 
cent compared with 1.25 to 1.5 
per cent tor the low-oil strain. 


In Striking Advance 


"Development of hybrid corn for 


commercial planting is perhaps the 
most striking advance in the long 
history of com." said Jug-enheimer. 
"Corn yields m Illinois during the 
last 30 yenrs, when hybrids have 
been grown exclusively, averaged 
15 bushels an acre more than dur- 
ing- the previous 70 years, when 
open-pollinated 
varieties w e r e 


grown." 


Illinois grows about 9,000,000 


acres of corn each year, so the 
15-bushel increase amounts to 135,- 
000,000 extra bushels a year be- 
cause of hybrids, he added. 


In the United States 
hybrid 


corn acreage increased from 143,- 
000 acres in 1933 to nearly 62,- 
000,000 in 1947. The entire hybrid 
corn research program for the 
country cost about $10,000,000 
but in 1946 alone the crop paid the 
American 
farmer 
$750,000,000, 


Jugenheimer declared. 


Must Choose Carefully 


However, not every hybrid com 


is suitable for any particular soil, 
and growers have been cautioned 
to choose their seed carefully. 


J. F. Rundquist, of the college's 


agronomy department, said the 
university agricultural experiment 
station tested 295 corn hybrids last 
year.
